We know better now, of course.

In each case there was a 
history of poverty, hunger, slum 
living or close contact with other 
TP sufferers. 
These are the fac­ 
tors that have always caused TR 
and still do. 


We know some other useful 
things about TB: That a simple, 
painless test, the tuberculin test, 
ran quickly tell if a person Is 
harboring the TR germ. That x- 
rays can show lf the germ Is ac­ 
tive and doing lung damage. That 
modern drugs usually stop TR in 
its tracks in far less time than 
would have been thought possible 
20 J ears ago. 


Til ere was a time when the TR 
victim had no way of knowing he 
had the disease until the blood 
he coughed up told him he didn’t 
have long to live. 
There are still 
people who ignore the advances 
of modem medicine, to their cost. 
A good three-fourths of the more 
than 60,000 active cases of TR 
newly detected each year are In 
a far advanced stage That should 
not happen when tuberculin tests, 
x-rays and early treatment can 
bring about a much happier re­ 
sult 
point out leaders of
